Moreover, there is an unusually high 
percentage of really top individuals.

Although we own just two-thirds of the bull, Oakwood also is selling their 
interest so that the new owner will own the bull entirely. His sire made a great record in the 
Gardhouse herd in Canada, siring many champions at leading Canadian events. His sire is a full 
brother to Kair Ranger, International reserve grand champion and herd bull at Marellbar. His dam 
was one of the top imported cows in the 1955 Gardhouse sale. A bull of depth, thickness, great 
quarters, and a wealth of smooth fleshing. He has the head of a stock bull, great bone and is very 
active and sure. All you need is a look at his calves to be certain of what he can do for you. 
Note also he is a grandson of Calrossie Crocus Count, sire of five Perth champions and reserve grand 
champions.
